There Is No Easy Way to Determine Whether a 


Mushroom Is Harmless

Many centuries ago, the wife, daugh- 


ter, and two sons of the Greek poet 
Euripides died after eating poisonous 
mushrooms. Since that time many 
people throughout the world have died 
because of their curiosity and appe- 
tite. 


There are no simple tests by which 


an uninformed person can distinguish 
the poisonous from the harmless mush- 
rooms. Some people think that peel- 
ing off the top of the mushroom re- 
veals the difference; others believe 
that cooking the mushrooms with a sil- 
ver spoon will indicate which are 
poissjious. 


When you are out playing golf, it is 


much safer to stick to the game than 
to- interrupt it by picking mushrooms 
that happen to grow along the course. 
You cannot be sure about them when 
there are 40,000 varieties, and even ex- 
perts may have trouble in telling the 
more common types apart. 


Recently a group of four people went 


out picnicking and gathered a large 
quantity of mushrooms. They put a 
silver quarter in the pan in which 
they cooked the mushrooms, believing 
that the quarter would become tarn- 
ished if they were poisonous.

.their bodies were examined, liver and 
kidneys, and even the.nervous system 
and brain, showed severe damage. 
,This shows that it is much better to 


buy mushrooms from an experienced 
dealer,.If you do happen to feel any' 
symptoms of mushroom poisoning, get 
a doctor immediately, as this may mean 
the difference between life and death. 


There are more than 80 species of 


poisonous mushrooms in the United 
States. The most common type is the 
amanita phalloides, which is responsi- 
ble for more than 90 per cent of the 
deaths from mushroom poisoning. 


The four most common classes of 


mushrooms are: first, the gill-bearing 
mushrooms; second, those that have 
small vertical tubes on the under side 
of the cap; third, those with teeth- 
like spines which hang from the un- 
der sides of the caps; and, fourth, those 
that have their spores scattered over 
the entire surface and are coral-like 
in appearance. 


Colors of the spores vary from white 


to pink, brown, purple, and black. 
Although some edible mushrooms have 
pure white spores, the poisonous ama- 
nita family are always white. Poison- 
ous mushrooms grow chiefly in the 
woods or stumpy areas, while many 
edible mushrooms grow in open fields. 


Any mushroom that deposits white 


spores and a wart-covered cap or cup 
at the base should be rejected as dang- 
erous. The mushroom causes death 
because of a colorless and tasteless 
poison which it contains and which 
kills human beings by destroying the 
blood cells. 


The iriost common mushroom sold 


for food purposes has a broad, convex 
cap- one to five inches wide and rath- 
er thick, with firm, white flesh. Its 
gills are connected by veins and are 
not attached to the stem. ' 


It varies in color from pink to 


brownish-black and the spores are 
purplish-black, not white, as are the 
spores of the poisonous amanita. The 
stem may be as long as three inches.

And with this in mind, I believe 


that parents can do much to improve 
a situation that is fast becoming intol- 
erable to the average citizen. 


To begin with, a good talk fest is 


never out of order. Make it under- 
stood that you will not permit any 
disorderly conduct before Corn Night, 
or whatever local name fits your night 
before 
Hallowe'en. This gives the 


children two nights instead of one, for 
ringing doorbells and clowning about. 
This is a concession toward some peace, 
at least.

Be Specific 


There is no use denying them this 


much, and the easily irritated Mr.

Which brings us to the second point 


in our lecture. Tell the youngsters 
exactly what you think "decent" fun,

behavior. Don't generalize. Make each 


, order very specific. No stealing, no 


marking of property. No dumping of 
refuse on lawns or doorsteps and cer- 
tainly no burning. 


Thirdly, the very best way to keep 


children off the streets is to entertain 
them at home. It is the easiest thing 
in the world to get up a simple little 
Hallowe'en party. Be sure to let them 


dress up. From there on, use your 
own imagination. If a taffy-pull is 
more than you feel up to, fill in the 
tune with bean hunts and guessing 
games, Have small favors and decor- 
ations (home-made, if you like) in yel- 
low and black. Include nuts, apples 
and sweet cider in the "eats," and the 
party is on. 


If more parents took the trouble to 


have parties at home for the children 
on Hallowe'en nights, the general ter- 
ror of natives, and the yearly dread of 
the great day, would subside. It used 
to be a time generally enjoyed by ev- 
eryone. But recently it has become 
a time of license for the few, resulting 
in weeks of apprehension for every- 
body. 


There's Limit to Patience 


There is little harm in younger chil- 


dren dressing up and going about with 
their little bags from door to door ask- 
ing for apples or a few nuts. It gives 
them a thrill. So open up Mr. Tight- 
wad, 
and lay in a supply. It should 


not be a matter of threats or profanity, 
either, if your doorbell rings twenty 
times in one evening. But beyond one 
night of it, or two at the most, you 
have my hearty endorsement if you 
make war. Patience ceases to be a 
virtue when a good thing is stretched

It is universally agreed that the King 


James version of the Bible, its religious 
significance apart, contains some of the 
loftiest literature in the English lan- 
guage. 


But how many people ever bother 


to get out their Bibles and read, not 
for religious consolation or devotion, 
but simply for the esthetic enjoyment 
and uplift that great literature always 
gives? 


The answer, probably, is: Very few. 


The goods—if one may say it without 
irreverence—are packaged w r o n g . 
Email type, double-columned pages, 
the inclusion of long passages of gen-

read.

fore, to pick up "The Bible Designed 
to Be Road as Living Literature," ar- 
ranged and cdicted by Ernest Suther- 
land Bates (Simon & Schuster: $3.75). 


ihis presents the Bible as a book. 


It.s great passages are no longer split 
into short, irregular verses. There is 
but one column of type—large type, 
too— to a page. The "begats" and the 
legal complexities of such books as 
Leviticus have been omitted. Poetry 
is printed us poetry, drama as drama, 
prose as prose. Spelling and punctua- 
tion have been modernized. 


The effect is startling. You rediscov- 


er what the critics have always tried 
to tell you—that even if you are the 
greatest agnostic alive, the Bible is a 
rich treasure house of supremely great 
literature, infinitely worth reading for 
its sheer beauty and power.

Ecout reports enable teams to shoot 
the works from scratch. 


Without valuable information from 


foxy foragers, clubs would flounder 
around throughout the first half feel- 
ing each other out. Scout reports make 
it possible for outfits to proceed intel- 
ligently from the beginning and make 
the entire 60 minutes of 
football 


spectacular. Spectators got the benefit 
of these reports, although the great 
majority of them know little or noth- 
ing about them. 


Scouts hold highly important po- 


sitions on every coaching staff. • A 
scout usually has more experience 
than any other member outside of the 
head coach. He helps to coach the 
team during the week. He must know 
every type of football employed by 
every team his club tackles. 


A scout collects technical data, and 


it goes without soying that it cannot 
be guessed at. 


At work, the scout first thoroughly 


establishes the identity of each mem- 
ber of the team which he is inspecting. 


He notes just how good the kickoff 


man is so that we will know how to 
place our men in kickoff formation. He 
notes whether the team we are to meet 
has any kickoff. freaks such as a short 
high one that it attempts to recover, 
or a short dribble kick to the side. 


Good Scout Knows All 


We also must know how the ends 


go down under kickoffs so we can 
place our inch at advantageous points 
to block these fast wingers. 


The team being scouted is watched 


for how it receives a kickoff—the side 
of the field it usually runs to, the type 
of blocking, the best runner on this 
type of play, and whether any trick 
stuff is used on the return. 


The scout determines the type of of- 


fense the team is using, whether it is 


double or single wing back, or a 


combination of both, whether it shifts, 
and if so the type of shift, and wheth- 
er it uses the shift all the time or just 
part time to throw men into advan- 
tageous spots.

How well do the ends block the 


tackles? Who are the best blockers in 
the backfield and what types of blocks 
do they use? The scout analyzes the 
plays of Ihe backs, and Ihe type of gen- 
eralship used by the signal caller. 


Does the team hammer at a weak- 


ness, or docs it screen the fact that it 
knows this weakness until it needs 
yardage? 


Who carries tho ball and what is the 


type of play used when a large and 
small gain is needed? How good is 
the power back? 


Solving Passes Important 


Our future opponent's finest intcr- 


ferer.s, both in the line and back- 
field, must be pointed out. 


We must know what open field run- 


ners it has, just how good they arc, 
and how wo must play to keep them 
bottled up. The scout must pick out 
the tactics used by these open field 
runners to Ret away from tacklcrs, 
whether they use a change of pace, a 
good stiff arm, certain steps to avoid 
being brought down, use their inter- 
ference to good advantage, or simply 
try to out run the opposition. 


The scout must determine the type 


of pass the team uses, whether it is a 
running, spot or optional pass, as this 
makes considerable difference in our 
defensive plans. 


He picks out the most skillful passer, 


finds out just who protects him, how 
nany men no down, and determines 
.he spits where these men yo on var- 
ous passes. Nearly every squad has 
one or two good pass receivers. The 
-scout finds out who they arc. 


Does the team pass on any down, 


any place on the field, or only when a 
Ions gain is needed? Does it cover 
up the intent to pass, or can Ihe de- 
fense detect it at once. 


Has the team a capable quick kicker? 


Tliis makes considerable difference in 
Ihe .structure of our 
backfield de- 


fense.
